TAXI-CABS 
AND VICE 


A Suggestion for Betterment, of Vital 
Interest to Every Clean Minded 
Man and Woman in Edmonton! 


The revolting conditions as found in the recent vice ring clean-up 
are familiar to all, There is not one clean minded citizen in the whole 
City who would not be willing to do something in order to help 
remedy these conditions right from the basic cause. 

WITH THIS THOUGHT IN MIND THE FOLLOWING SUGGES- 
TIONS ARE PRESENTED FOR YOUR CONSIDERATION: SOLE- 
LY AND WHOLLY IN THE INTERESTS OF A CLEANER AND 
BETTER EDMONTON. 

It is an easy matter to compute figures that will give the city 
council the number of taxicabs which can suitably and adequately 
take care of all the legitimate taxicab business in the city. When 
this is done, we would suggest that the city grant franchises to only 
so many taxicab companies as are needed to take care of this busi- 
ness. We are of the opinion that five companies, four on the north 
side and one on the south side, can take care of the whole of the 
taxicab business of the city. 

Conditions of the franchise would make each owner responsible 
for the conduct of his drivers and the legitimate operation of his 
business. 

Under this system an operator would value his franchise too 
such an extent that he would not dare take a chance of losing the 
concession granted. 

As a further safeguard let each company be given a distinctive 
and individual color scheme and be known by the color alloted, such 
as: 


CHECKERED CAB CO. DIAMOND CAB CO. 
RED TOP CAB CO. YELLOW CAB CO, 


BLACK AND WHITE CAB CO. 


or such other colors as may be selected. Each car to have in addition 
to the color, the name of the compiny and the number of the cab 
painted plainly on the side of the body. With this regulalion in force 
a close and immediate check of all Taxi-Cabs could be made in case 
of accident or when engaged in any illegal business. Under present 
conditions cases have arisen where the city police have found it 
necessary to Ww ait from 8 aturday night until the Government license 
office on ‘'-»doay morning before being able to ascertain the 
owner of a car on which information was wanted. 


As another safeguard to the public and probably the most import- 
ant factor in eliminating the conditions which have existed, a 
meter system, regulated by the city, should be installed on each 
Taxi-Cab, so that all companies would be operating on a fair basis. 
This would prevent price cutting and Taxi wars and would enable 
each employer to make a reasonable profit while at the same time 
pay his drivers a decent, living wage. 


Ample protection to the public, in case of accident, is a vital 
factor in the operation of all classes of transportation and this can 
only be guaranteed if the owner is assured of a fair return on the 
capital invested, which i is all any o derator hopes for in a field of fair 


competition. 

Please bear in mind that this company makes no suggestion as 
to whom franchises should be granted. That is a matter solely at the 
discretion of the civic authorities and must be left entirely in their 
hands for final decision.
